Marcus  Rieke,  youth  director  of 
the  American  Lutheran  church; 
Mrs.  Juluis  Bodensieck,  member 
of  the  youth  board  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Lutheran  church,  and  Rob¬ 
ert  Gronlund,  Wartburg  student 
body  president.  Throughout  the 
week  ther  messages  have  left  a 
deep  impression  on  interested 
audiences. 

Mrs.  Bodensieck  Opens. 

Opening  the  series  of  talks  on 
Tuesday  evening,  Mrs.  Boden¬ 
sieck  spoke  on  the  topic  “He 
Speaks  to  You,”  based  on  He¬ 
brews  1:1.  After  acknowledging 
that  God  speaks  in  various  ways, 
the  speaker  declared  that  only 
through  Jesus  can  one  know  God 
fully  and  truly.  Bringing  her  ad¬ 
dress  to  a  dramatic  close,  Mrs. 
Bodensieck  challenged  her  audi¬ 
ence  by  saying,  “This  week  listen 
to  Jesus  speak  to  you.  Who  hath 
ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear." 

At  Wednesday  morning’s  con¬ 
vocation,  Mr.  Rieke  added  an¬ 
other  invitation,  “Come  Unto 
Me."  Basing  his  talk  on  Matthew 
11:28,  the  speaker  used  effective 
illustrations  to  convey  his  point 
that  God  made  us  in  the  first 
place  and  then  bought  us  back 
again  with  his  death  a  second 

The  second  challenge  of  the 
week  was  presented  when  Mr, 
Rieke  admonished,  “Unless  you 
come  to  faith  and  repentance 
anew,  this  week  will  have  been 
in  vain.  Determine  anew  your 
purpose  in  life  and  heed  his 
vitation,  ‘Come  unto  Me’.” 
‘Response’  Wednesday. 

First  of  the  messages  embody¬ 
ing  "Our  Response"  w?s  given 
by  Mr.  Rieke  Wednesday  after¬ 
noon.  Attacking  such  answers 
"no,"  "I'll  think  it  over"  a 
"later  on,”  the  speaker  declared 
that  we  have  a  glorious  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  rise  to  one  faith  by 
answering  with  an  emphatic, 

“There  isn't  anything 
wonderful  and  challenging,”  said 
Mr.  Rieke,  “than  to  accept  Jesus 
Christ  as  the  purpose  of  life." 

“Follow  Me"  was  the  theme 
of  Mrs.  Bodensieck's  Thursday 
morning  address  based  on  the 
scriptural  account  of  the  calling 
of  Matthew.  Stating  that  sooner 
or  later  Jesus  will  come  to  you 
at  the  critical  moment  with  the 
same  invitation  as  that  to  Levi, 
Mrs.  Bodensieck  asked, 
will  be  your  response?" 

Gronlund  Answers. 

“Our  Response"  was 
Thursday  evening  by  Robert 
Gronlund,  president  of  the  Wart¬ 
burg  student  body.  Citing  the 
fact  that  Matthew  forsook  all  and 
followed  Jesus  immediately  after 
His  invitation,  Gronlund  stated, 
"We  need  the  courageous  action 
of  Matthew  in  the  world  today." 

Still  another  challenge.  “Wit 
less  of  Me,”  was  thrown  out  b: 
Mr.  Rieke-  during  Friday’s  con¬ 
vocation.  Stating  that  our  be¬ 
havior  is  an  answer  to  the  ques 
“Will  ye  witness  for  Christ?" 
the  speaker  went  on  to  enumerate 
four  qualities  necessary  for  good 
witnessing.  Elaborating  on  the 
terms  commitment,  concern  and 
discipline,  Mr.  Rieke  laid  special 
stress  on  the  motto  "CIHU," 
meaning  “Can  I  help  you?” 

Concluding  his  speech,  Mr. 
Rieke  said,  “In -the  name  of  Jesus 
and  in  the  name  of  this  Religious 
Emphasis  week,  let  us  bear  wit- 
of  Christ.” 

Mrs.  Bodensieck  Closes. 

Closing  the  series  of  lectures 
s  effectively  as  she  had  opened 
them,  Mrs.  Bodensieck  made  the 
final  "Our  Response"  Friday 
afternoon.  Referring  to  previous 
challenges  given  to  the  students 
during  the  week,  she  stated  that 
we  have  come  to  Him,  we  are 
following  Him  and  now  we 
should  live  Him. 

Emphatically  stating  that  wit¬ 
nessing  for  Christ  is  a  personal 
affair  and  not  one  dependent,  on 
outward  circumstances,  Mrs. 
Bodensieck  concluded,  “It  is  up  to 
you  whether  you  would  rather  be 
a  witness  of  sin,  decay  and  death 
or  a  witness  of  Jesus  Christ,  your 
Savior  and  Redeemer."

Bill  Shirer 
has  been  primarily  important  to 
the  American  people  for  one  gift 
and  one  vital  conviction. 

"The  gift-possessed  to  the  same 
degree  by  no  other  reporter  ex¬ 
cept  Ernie  Pyle— is  the  ability  to 
share  experiences  and  impressions 
with  ordinary  people  and  thereby 
mold  belief." 

He  Gets  Medallion. 

Awarded  a  silver  medallion  by 
the  Headliner  club  in  July,  1941, 
for  "consistently  outstanding  re¬ 
porting,"  Mr.  Shirer  served  as  a 
foreign  correspondent  since  1925, 
after  his  graduation  from  Coe  col¬ 
lege,  Cedar  Rapids.  He  went  to 
Europe  on  a  cattle  boat,  got  a  job 
in  the  Paris  office  of  the  Chicago 
Tribune  and  transferred  to  the 
European  staff. 

From  1929  to  1932  the  corres¬ 
pondent  was  chief  of  the  Tribune’s 
central  European  bureau  with 
headquarters  in  Vienna.  In  1934 
he  joined  the  Universal  News 
Service  as  Berlin  correspondent. 
Three  years  later  he  became  con¬ 
tinental  representative  of  CBS.

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Christian  Success  Our  Job 

That  there  are  no  atheists  in  a  Christian  college  has 
appeared  to  be  the  opinion  of  more  than  one  convocation 
speaker  at  Wartburg  college  during  the  past  few  years. 
Though  this  may  be  true,  it  is  equally  true  that  far  from  all 
the  inhabitants  of  such  a  college  are  true  Christians.  This 
has  been  proved  throughout  the  years  of  the  existence  of 
Wartburg,  as  well  as  that  of  other  Christian  colleges  in  this 
country ;  it  has  been  proved  by  conduct  and  by  the  eventual 
results  in  the  lives  of  some  members  of  the  Wartburg  fam¬ 
ily. 

According  to  the  annual  college  catalog,  the  first  spe¬ 
cific  aim  of  Wartburg  college  is  “to  foster  a  Christian  phi¬ 
losophy  of  life  centering  in  a  vital  personal  faith  and  re¬ 
flected  in  personality  traits,  character  and  conduct."  In 
other  words,  if  a  student  earns  a  degree  from  Wartburg 
after  spending  four  years  without  accepting  Christ  as  a 
personal  guide  through  life,  the  college — including  everyone 
who  helps  to  make  the  college  what  it  is — has  failed  in  one 
of  its  primary  objectives. 

During  the  past  week  the  Rev.  Marcus  C.  Rieke  and 
Mrs.  Julius  Bodensieck  have  been  pointing  out,  through 
their  Religious  Emphasis  week  lectures,  that  all  must  hear 
the  call  of  Christ,  come  to  Him,  follow  Him  and  witness  of 
Him.  The  climax  to  all  these  talks  will  come  tomorrow 
morning  when  Mr.  Rieke  presents  the  Communion  sermon, 
“Jesus  Calls  You  to  Love  Him.”  The  challenge  given  by  Mr. 
Rieke  and  Mrs.  Bodensieck  is  not  given  merely  to  fulfill 
the  requirements  of  an  annual  week  in  the  college  calendar; 
it  is  given  as  a  direct  challenge  to  better  present  and  future 
conditions  in  the  lives  of  the  citizens  of  Wartburg. 

The  first  week  in  January  is  usually  considered  the  time 
for  resolutions  and  a  renewal  of  faith.  Cannot  the  first 
week  in  February  also  serve  as  a  time  to  accept  the  chal¬ 
lenge  of  Christ’s  call  to  all  of  us  ?  Is  not  daily  renewal  and 
daily  spiritual  revitalization  as  necessary  as  daily  meals  or 
sleep?  Are  not  we,  who  have  been  privileged  to  live  in  the 
light  of  Christ’s  countenance,  personally  responsible  for  the 
success  of  Wartburg  college  as  a  Christian  institution? 

The  answers  are  a  chorus  of  "Yes,  yes,  yes.” 

But  how  can  we  achieve  success  in  the  process  of  vitali- 
zation  and  revitalization  of  our  faith  and  Christian  living  ? 
We  can  listen  to  Christ’s  words ;  we  can  come  to  Him  through 
prayer  and  worship;  we  can  follow  Him  in  service;  we  can 
witness  of  Him  in  our  dormitories,  homes  and  classrooms. 

As  Mr.  Rieke  said  Wednesday  morning,  “We  must  live 
the  Jesus  way.” 

As  John  said,  “By  this  we  may  be  sure  that  we  are  in 
him: 

“He  who  says  he  abides  in  him  ought  to  walk  in  the 
same  way  in  which  he  walked.”

The  most  important  international  development  of  the  last  week 
has  undoubtedly  been  Generalissimo  Stalin’s  offer  to  “talk  peace" 
with  President  Truman.  For  the  first  time  since  the  overthrow  of 
the  Benes  government  in  Czechoslovakia  and  the  beginning  of  the 
Berlin  blockade,  the  Russian  Politburo  seems  intent  on  a  policy  of 
reconciliation  with  the  United  States.  The  enormous  possible  con¬ 
sequences  of  such  a  move  justify  a  close  examination  of  the  situ,- 

The  question  which  immediately  comes  to  everyone’s  mind 
is  whether  or  not  the  new  peace  offensive  is  sincere.  The  answer 
to  the  question  can  be  formulated  only  as  a  theory,  since  there 
is  no  possible  proof  for  the  sincerity  of  any  statement  from  the 
Kremlin.  Several  United  States  news-commentators,  among 
them  Drew  Pearson  and  H.  V.  Kaltenborn,  have  come  to  a  rather 
plausible  conclusion.  According  to  them,  Stalin  for  a  while  last 
year  had  lost  control  of  the  Politburo  due  to  the  activities  of 
one  of  Russia’s  topmost  leaders  in  foreign  affairs — Zhdanoff. 
When  Zhdanoff  died,  accidentally  or  violently,  Stalin  regained 
the  majority  and  originated  the  present  policy.  Since  there  is  no 
positive  proof  for  this  conclusion,  your  columnist  can  give  it 
here  only  for  what  it  is  worth.  But  if  it  should  be  true,  then  the 
natural  conclusion  is  that  Stalin  is  sincere  in  his  efforts  to  come 
to  an  understanding  with  this  country. 

On  the  other  hand,  Stalin  is  much  too  shrewd  a  man  to  make 
such  a  move  without  expecting  to  gain  something  from  it.  Exactly 
what  the  advantage  for  Russia  will  be  is  difficult  to  say,  but  one  can 
again  formulate  a  theory. 

Although  Stalin  may  be  sincere  in  his  efforts  to  get  on  friendly 
terms  with  this  country  today,  that  does  not  mean  that  he  will  be  sin¬ 
cere  tomorrow.  The  communist  ideal  is  incompatible  with  peace.  The 
natural  element  in  which  it  thrives  is  revolution.  Therefore,  unless 
Stalin  has  given  up  his  idea  of  world  domination,  the  current  peace 
offensive  is  likely  to  be  nothing  more  than  a  time-saver.  Russia 
is  stalling  the  game,  because  she  has  found  out  that  the  United 
States  can  not  be  bluffed.  Russia  needs  more  time  to  prepare  for  a 
war,  and  in  the  meantime  the  advantageous  thing  for  her  to  do  is 
to  conclude  an  alliance  with  the  United  States,  which  we  will  never 
break  and  which  she  can  call  off  any  time  she  pleases.  In  otl 
words,  Stalin  is  probably  sincere  in  his  efforts,  but  only  as  long 
he  deems  it  necessary.

Spier  was  awarded  the  honor 
for  his  outstanding  job  of  guard¬ 
ing  Dubuque  university’s  star 
forward,  Jerry  Borg,  last  Satur¬ 
day. 

A  Dubuque 
newspaper 
called  "Spitz”  a 
“pesky  .... 
skinny  guard” 
who  ruined 
Borg's  19-point 
average  by 
holding  the  ace 
to  a  measly 
five  points. 

Spier  is  a 
lanky,  freckle¬

year  on  the  varsity.  After  a  year 
of  seasoning  with  the  "B”  squad, 
the  former  Tripoli  high  school 
star  was  moved  up  last  year,  and 
he  turned  in  a  good  year  at  for¬ 
ward.

Jerry  Borg,  Dubuque's  highscor- 
ing  forward,  was  among  the  lead¬ 
ing  conference  scorers  last  sea¬ 
son,  and  until  the  game  against 
the  Knights,  he  had  racked  up 
an  average  of  19  points  per  con¬ 
test.

“Nellie”  Nelson,  head  football 
and  wrestling  coach  for  the 
Knights,  must  have  been  a  bet- 
ter-than-average  footballer  him¬ 
self  during  college  days.  “Buck” 
Starbeck,  who  has  been  turning 
out  powerful  aggregations  at 
Iowa  State  Teachers  college  for 
many  years,  was  asked  to  pick 
an  all-star  team  from  among  the 
boys  who  had  played  under  him 
at  this  school.  Nelson  was  named 
by  Starbeck  as  his  first-string 
center. 

Weather  forced  cancella- 
ton  of  what  should  have  been 
one  of  the  best  wrestling 
meets  of  the  season  here. 
Colorado  university,  one  of 
the  Big  Seven  schools,  could 
not  get  to  Waverly  for  the 
scheduled  meet  Saturday 
afternoon.  They  did  get 
through  the  drifts  in  time  to 
meet  Grinnell  Saturday  night 
and  defeated  the  Iowa  school, 
30-0.  Monday  evening  they

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Home  Children  Want  ‘ Brothers ,  Sisters’

"Will  you  tell  my  ‘big  sister'  to  come  up  and  see  me?” 
This  is  the  persistent  request  of  24  girls  at  the  Lutheran 
Children’s  Home,  while  32  boys  are  equally  eager  to  see  their 
“big  brothers.” 

Children  Assigned. 


...  e  beginning  of  each  school 
year  Wartburg  college  students 
who  so  desire  are  assigned  a 
“little  brother”  or  "sister"  at  the 
Home.  Prior  to  this  year  only 
lists  of  names  were  considered 
in  making  the  choices.  Because 
of  numerous  difficulties  in  us¬ 
ing  tills  method,  a  new  system 
was  begun  last  fall. 

John  Bowman,  Wartburg  junior 
and  chairman  of  this  Lutheran 
Student  association  project,  is  as¬ 
sisted  in  carrying  on  this  work 
by  Barbara  DeYoung  and  Bert 
Lohr,  both  sophomores.  Together, 
they  considered  each  child  in¬ 
dividually  and  selected  the  Wart- 
burger  who  they  thought  was  best 
suited  to  that  particular  child. 
In  other  words,  such  items  as 
personalities  and  mutual  interests 
were  kept  in  mind. 

Purpose  of  this  organization, 
which  was  started  about  eight 
years  ago,  is  to  further  the  re¬ 
ligious  training  of  the  children. 
Many  of  these- children  have  had 
little,  if  any,  religious  training 
previous  to  the  time  they  came 
to  the  Home. 

Home  Thorough. 

The  Home  is  doing  a  thorough 
work  in  teaching  the  children  in 
spiritual  things,  but  no  staff 
member  can  take  as  much  per¬ 
sonal  interest  in  each  child  as  a 
big  brother  or  sister  can.  Not  only 
are  the  children  benefited,  but 
the  students  of  this  Christian  col¬ 
lege  are  given  an  opportunity  for 
service. 

Staff  members,  as  well  as  the 
children,  have  added  much  to  the 
success  of  this  program  by  thgir 
cooperation  and  suggestions. 

Students  have  been  asked  to 
visit  the  children  on  Saturday  or 
Sunday  afternoon,  at  least  once 
every  three  weeks.  Frequent 
visits  are  greatly  encouraged. 
Visits  to  the  Children's  Home  are 
not  limited  to  “big  brothers”  and 
"sisters,''  but  all  students  and 
faculty  are  welcome.
